This report presciit.s the statislies of !K>2 private coninicrrial and businees schoolif 
roi^rtinR in 1920. Only 12 more schools roportcO in 1920 than in 1918. ' In addition 
to'IWoso. there were 3S0 other Hchoola of this character whjch/clid not submit a report. 
Of the 1K)2 school.M re|>ortin!». Sll were nondenominationul commercial schools and 01 
were conirolle*i by smrte relij^ious derfomination. The total number of inslnn-tore in 
theso.school.^ incrciM^l from 5.210 in 1918. to 0,105 in 1920. and the number of students 
ciirolhnl. from 289.579 to ;i;9;.0Ci2, or over 10 per cent, within the same peri<Kl. The 
enrollment in the day s«ho|»ls inc rea.«ed from 182..0M to 211.()00. and in the iii^rht 
sch(»ol.s from 10f;.9f»5 to 121, 12<; in -the same peritid. The averajre daily attendance- 
incre;:.jjd from 79.075 to 10:S.:tS8 and that in the-nitjht schools fmm *i;i,bl3 to 01.274 
diirin^Wo biennium. ('on.Miderable train is shown for the ennillnyent in the com- 
mercwl cour.-*e. the pen entajre beinj; almost 51. On the other hamKthe enndlment 
ni the stetmjrraphic <-oiirso decreaseil over 17 per cent. This tendenc^Sihould not be 
miwonstrmsl. since -war demands in 1918 causi*d the enrollment of stenographic 
students to increase t^ver twofold over that report«*<l in 1910. The combined couree 
exhibite<i a giii n of about 10 per cent from nil8 to 1920. . During this period the num- 
ber of students in wire telegraphy dropfMMl i:S per cent, and the nuniber studving 
wireless telegraphy. 21 per cent. Students in accolinJancy increased 87 per cent, in 
secretarial coursca Oft per c ent, and in salesmanship 280 per cent. Thus it is seen that 
the commerc-ial or bookkec'ping. the ac*c*ouniancy. the sec-rc‘tariai. and the salc'sman- 
ship courses show significant incrwises. while the stenographic and telegraphic courses 
have declined. . *
